LONDON ALARMED. 


1 Mob, Numbering Thousands, Starts 
from Deptford Toward the City. 


The-Police Guard All the Bridges 
| Spanning the Thames. 


Houses and Stores on New Kent Road 
Sacked and Wrecked. 


The Police Prepared to Resist Attack— 
Tradesmen Warned to Close Their Shops— 
The Streets Filled with Anxious People—A 
General Feeling of Alarm—The Mob Dis- 
perses at 6 O’Clock—A Mass-Meeting of So- 
cialists at Cumberland Market. 


LONDON, February 10.—Noor—Thus far to- 
day there has been no renewal of rioting in 
this city. A dense fog prevails and favors the 
congregation of roughs. Small crowds of 
loafers are assembled on the street corners. 

THE RIOTS. 

The attorney-general held a consultation 
last night with his colleagues to determine 
whether to arrest Hyndman and other Social- 
tts whose speeches, itis alleged, provoked 
Monday’s riots. The police have been try- 
ing privately to secure evidence from 
people who heard the speeches and 
from reporters for the papers. I 
have just had a conversatien with Hyndman, 
who knows nothing of the intention of the 
government. He says he does not see what 


the latter can possibly gain by the prosecu- 


tion, nor on the other hand, how it 
ean possibly avoid instituting it. He says he 
has already received offers of legal assistance, 
put will defend himself, The opportunity, he 
added, was not oftheir making, but they only 
took advantage of it, just as they will take 
similar advantage of a prosecution. 
AN UNEASY FEELING. 

2. M.—Col Henderson, the head of the met- 
ropolitan police force, has been in conference 
to-day with Mr. Childers, home secretary, in 
relation to the riots of Monday and Tuesday. 
An uneasy feeling prevails throughout the 
metropolis in consequence of the events the 
past few days.

THE MOB AT WORK. 

3:30 P. M.—The Deptford mob has reached 
the Hop exchange in Southwark, nearly five 
miles from the starting point of the march. 
The mob was enormously in- 
creased by constant accessions during 
its progress north. All the shops 
along the route were closed. The destination 
ot the Deptford rioters seems to be Trafalgar 
square. The mob is resting in Southwark, 
between London bridge and . 
bridge. The polloe have been ordered to 

secure possession ofall the bridges spanning 

the Thames and to resist all attempts on the 
part of mobs to cross. The police at this hour 
hold all the bridge approaches, and are 

PREPARING TO RESIST ATTACE. 
The authorities have warned all tradesmen 
doing business in the Strand, Oockspur street, 
Pall Mall and Regent street to expect disorder 
to-night, and to immediately close their shops 
and take steps to protect their property. The 
West End already has a funeral appearance, 
The Deptford mob onits way towards the 
Thames swung through New Kent road and 
Newington causeway. They sacked several 
small shops along the way. They stcpped 
at the mammoth establishment of 
William Tarn & Co. This house 
covers the ground from and including 
numbers 5to2lonthe New Kent road, and 
16 to 178 Newington causeway, and is devoted 
to trade in linen, silk, men’s and women’s 
clothes, boots and shoes, carpets, ironware, 
bedding, furniture, etc. The building was 
under police protection, but the mob over- 
ran the officers, sacked the store and when 
they retired left the building badly wrecked. 
THE MOB ON HAND. 

4:10 P. M.—News has just been received in the 
city that a mob of roughs which had as- 
sembled at Deptford are marching toward the 
city, and that they are smashing windows and 
wrecking the fronts of houses along the route. 
A panic prevails among the residents of that 
portion of the city which the mob is likely to 
traverse, and shop-keepers are closing their 
establishments. The police and troops are in 
readiness to prevent the mob from 
the proportions of that of Monday, and from 
committing similar excesses. 

LONDON ALARMED. 

4:30 Pp. M.—The estimate heretofore made of 
the losses inflicted by the mob on Monday 
appears to have been greatly too small. The 
oficial estimate places the amount of the dam- 
age at £80,000. The various socialistic and labor 
reform societies threaten to have a monster 
demonstration at Hyde Park next Saturday, to 
be attended by contingents of laborers from 
the country. Shops are being closed and 
barricaded everywhere throughout the city. 

STORES CLOSING. 

5P.M.—The police have been informed that 
the Deptford mob is composed of a large num- 
ber of roughs, who have organized to attack 
the city emporinms and banks. Such stores 
as remain open in the city, at this hour, have 
their windows closed and barred and are 
ready to close their doors at a moment’s 
notice. Groups of anxious people stand 
about in the streets discussing the situation. 
The newspapers are printing extra editions 
and these are eagerly bought. At this hour 
the fog is increasing.

FIGHTING FOR SPOILS. 


Cherokees and Adopted Citizens Disputing 
Over the Division of Money. 

LITTLE ROCK,February 10.—Advices from the 
Indian territory report an intensely bitter 
fight between the Cherokees and those known 
as ‘‘adopted citizens’’ over the distribution of 
$300,000. The money was paid the Cherokees 
by the United States government in 1883, for 
land owned by them. It was distributed 
among Cherokees by blood only; colored men, 


Delaware and Shawnee Indians, all of whom 
are adopted citizens, bei excluded. Since 
the distribution the latter had been fighting 
to secure a share of the money. Senator 
Dawes has interested himself in 
the colored citizens’ cause, and it is intimated 
that the Cherokees will be forced to yield 
through congressional intervention. The 
question has been before the Cherokee legis- 
lature, that body passing a bill over the veto 
of the principal chief, ‘‘Bushyhead,’’ provid- 
ing for the distribution of the money among 
the Oherokees by blood only. The chief want- 
ed it divided among citizens, irrespective of 
color or , el that a failure to de 
so would annul all that had been done to carry 
out the treaty of 1866, and put the Cherokee 
nation in the attitude of bein false 
to ite obligations. The legislature refused to 
be guided by his advice. April next $300,000 
in money, arising from the lease of the Chero- 
kee strip of the cattle syndicate, is to be di- 
vided in a similar manner, Bushyhead’s veto 
having a second time been overruled. The 
adopted citizens want this money used in 
payment of their claims, and also demand a 
pro-rata division of such am®unt as may re- 
main after a per-capita division of the „000 
obtained from the sale of the land.

STOREKEEPER STEPP. 


A Government Gauger and Two Distillers 
Arrested—An Important Seizure. 

United States Deputy-Marshal Wheeler ar- 
rived in town this morning from Oape Girar- 
deau county with three prisoners, charged 
with internal revenue frauds of an extensive 
character. The parties arrested are Wm. T. 
Stepp, of Salem, Dent county, who for seven 
years past has been the government gauger 
and storekeeper at Apple Creek, near Jack 
son, Cape Girardeau county; David Crites, Sr., 
alias Little Dave, and Henry Orites, both 
members of a numerous family of distillers in 
southeast Missouri. The information was 
sworn out by Revenue Agent Kellogg, upon 
an investigation made at the instance of 
Deputy Collector Alex Sherwood, who was 
recently appointed in that district by Col- 
lector Barnum. The first round that Mr. Sher- 
wood made in the Apple Creek district he be- 
came convinced that things were not working 
straight at the distillery run by David and

SCENES AT THE DEATH-BED OF GEN. WIN- 
FIELD S. HANCOCK. 


The Hero Passes Away Quietly—Messages of 
Condolence to the Bereaved Widow from 
the President, Distinguished Soldiers and 
Veterans—The Arrangements for the Fu- 
neral—Simple Obsequies. 


New Tonk, February 10.—On January 27 
Gen. Hancock and Lieut. Dapray went to 
Washington on private business. On the 
next day, Thursday, he called upon the presi- 
dent and at the war department, and on 
Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan. All that day he 
complained to Dapray of a boil on the back of 
hisneck. On Friday ittroubled him so that he 
had it lanced, which relieved him. On Tuesday 
last the boil developed into a carbuncle and 
for two days the general was quite ul. On 
Friday he was well enough to go to his office 
and attend to business. Saturday he re- 
mained at home, and although he went down- 
stairs a few moments Sunday, he remained the 
rest of the day in his room. During Sunday 
night he alarmed Mrs. Hancock by suddenly 
appearing in her room fully equipped and 
dressed for a journey and asked for his travel- 
ing bag. He was delirous. 

On Monday kidney troubles which had not 
been suspected showed themselves. The 
doctors decided that his condition was serious 
and warned Mrs. Hancock that his

PHILADELPHIA, PA., February 10.—A dis- 
patch to the Times from Norristown, Pa., 
says: The news of the sudden death of Gen. 
Hancock at the county seat of his native 


county was received with profound sorrow 
and regret. Orowds of people surrounded the 
bulletin-boards yesterday afternoon, and it 
was — after corroborating reports had been 
received that the reported death of the dis- 
tinguished general was believed. Scores of 
people reside here who were the 
general’s schoolmates at the old 
academy under the patronage of Eliphalet 
Roberts, and at the school taught by the elo- 
quent Samuel Aaron. Gen. Hancock was born 
near: Montgomeryville, about twelve miles 
from here, in February, 1824, and later his 
arents removed to a small stone house now 
u ruins, only a stone’s throw from the Mont- 
gomery cemetery, where lie buried the re- 
mains of the general’s parents, of a 
brother and of his aughter. The 
eneral’s father later removed to a humble 
wo-story brick house on Swede 
street, below DeKalb, whichis still used as a 
dwelling-house, and which we nightly illumin- 
ated during the Hancock campaign of 1880. The 
personal recoliections which were recounted 
yesterday afternoon and evening by the older 
residents about the dead general and the Han- 
cock family would fill a large volume. A publio 
meeting will be held to-night to give ex- 
pression to the sorrow of the community.

A BIG BOYCOTT INAUGURATED AGAINSt 
DEALERS IN PRISON-MADE GOODS. 


A Systematic Canvass by the Skilled Laborers 


of Chicago Against Large Shoe Mannufactur 
ers and Dealers—The Coke Drawers’ Strike 
—Nail Manufacturers Meeting—Labor Mat 
ters. 


CHICAGO, February 10.—The chief subject of 
interest among the skilled laborers of Chicago 
is centered in the several efforts which have 
already been made to boycott certain firms 
which haveincurred the enmity of their em. 
ployes, both in this city and other localities, 
The boycott ordered against five of the largest 
shoe manufacturers and dealers in the west ig 
being actively pushed. So far as their city 
trade is concerned, there has, thus far, been 
buta slight falling off in the volume of busi- 
ness, nor is it likely that their trade will be 
seriously injured here, but in the country it 
is claimed that already the mandate of 
the Knights of Labor has hada serious effect 
upon the sales of convict goods made and 
sold by the boycotted firms. It is in the 
country where the boycotters expect to make 
themselves felt, and the outlying districts are 
being systematically canvassed by the 
Knights of Labor forthe express purpose of 
ruining the business of all boot and shoe 
makers who have prison contracts and sell 
prison-made goods. 

A merchant from Iowa, in the city yester- 
day, d that in his vicinity the boycott 
against a certain eastern stove factory had 
resulted in a general uprising among the 
workingmen, who would not buy the 


goose made by the boycotted firm upon any 
rms whatever. Since the boycott was or- 
dered one hardware firm, which had in stock 
about a car-load of these ostracised goods, 
had been unable to dispose of them, and be- 
cause they had refused to discontinue the sale 
o; these s s the general trade had becn seri- 
ously crippled.

WRONGS WITHOUT REMEDIES. 
There is an outcry from Lafayette 
county about the strong game the man- 
agers of the Missouri Pacific are playing 
on the coal miners and owners of coal 
lands in that county. It is the old game 
of *‘freeze out’? which the railroad rings 
play wherever they are permitted to build 
up monopolies and acquire valuable prop- 
erty on their own terms by that process. 
Having obtained coal property and or- 
ganized a coal company of their own in 
Lafayette, the Missouri Pacific people 
have raised the freight on coal from 60 


forty miles to Kansas City, and have at 
the same time put the price of coal in that 
market below the cost of mining and de- 
livering. A private rebate can, of course, 
enable their own company to stand the 
rate until all the others are driven out of 
business and forced to sell out to the 
mgnopoly on its own terms. 

at can the victims do to protect 
themselves? If they try the common-law 
remedies, how can they prove the rebate, 
the discrimination, the underweighing or 
the overloading of the favored company’s 
cars? If they apply to the State Railroad 
Commissioners, they will be told that the 
board is powerless to enforce the rates it 
may fix, or to apply any effective remedy 
in the premises. If they invoke the pro- 
visions of the State constitution they will 
find that these are violated with impunity, 
because the Legislature has failed to at- 
tach any serious penalty to such violation. 

Until the remedies recommended by Gov. 
PATTISON in Pennsylvania are enacted in 
Missouri—until every railroad officer or 
agent who violates the law like a high- 
wayman can be put in the penitentiary for 
such offense—rings of scheming monopo- 
lists having control of railroads can con- 
tinue to commit in this State robberies and 
oppressions that would have excited the 
envy of the greediest among the robber 
barons of old. 

But the shippers and boards of trade 
that are now alternately threatening and 
begging for mercy at the hands of their 
railroad masters will all be lobbying 
against any such legislation when the 
Legislature meets again. Just before that 
meeting the railroads generally manage 
to pacify them with temporary concessions 
and promises, or to scare them with some 
bugaboo as ridiculous as a pumpkin head 
with a candle in it.

STREET OBSTRUCTION, 

One abuse to which St. Louis has 
patiently submitted, long after it has been 
abolished in all other cities of the same 
rank, is the monopoly of the sidewalks 
and the obstruction of the streets in our 
busiest thoroughfares by builders. The 
indulgence hitherto accorded to them not 
only imposes a great and unnecessary 
inconvenience on the general public, but 
in not a few instances has been ruinous or 
very damaging to the business of persons 
occupying adjacent premises in the same 
block. 

The announcement that an old building 
isto be torn down and a much grander 
one erected on the site casts a gloom over 
all the lesseesin the block. They know 
what it means, according to the indulgent 
usage of this city. They know that the 
process of demolition, with its clouds of 
dust and its obstruction of street and side- 
walk, may be prolonged to suit the pleas- 
ure and profit of the contractor, in utter 
disregard of all other interests affected. 
They know that from the time the first 
brick is sent down from the top of the old 
building to be troweled clean of mortar 
and be stacked in the street, the sidewalk 
along that block will remain practically 
closed to the public through spring, sum- 
mer, falland winter, and perhaps through 
additional summers and winters, until 
the new building is completed. People 
see the obstruction afar off and pass by on 
the other side. 

There should be some reasonable limit 
to the extent and duration of such dam- 


aging obstructions. Some of our busiest’ 


streets are still obstructed by the material 
and apparatus of unfinishéd buildings 
upon which no work has been done for 
months, but which are of such moderate 
size that they should have been finished 
before cold weather stopped the builders. 
The work of clearing away for several 
immense new structures will soon be 
begun, where the building operations w ill 
seriously discommode the publio and affect 
traffic on a number of blocks on Fourth, 
Broadway and Olive, nnless we turn over 
a new leaf and adopt the rules that are 
enforced in Chicago and New York, There 
the sidewalk is kept open and made en- 
tirely safe forthe public during the en- 
tire process of demolition and recon- 
struction. Building material is hoisted 
from the interior and a strong roof is 
erected over the sidewalk to protect 
passers by from falling objeots. Old 
material piled in the street for removal 
has to be removed immediately, and the 
new material for use has to be used im- 
mediately, or stored somewhere on ‘the 
premises out of the way of the public as 
soon as possible. Only unavoidable ob- 
stractions are tolerated, and these for no 
Where builders are used to such regula- 
tions they donot find any hardship in them.

The Beck bill provides that 

coin certificates redeemable in either gold 

coin or silver dollars, at the option of the 

United States, shall take the place of the 

gold and silver certificates now outstand- 

ing, which shall be retired as fast as re- 

ceived atthe Treasury. These new coin 

certificates are to be issued on original 

certificates of deposit of gold coin or 

standard silver dollars in the sum of $10, 

or any multiple thereof, and in such de- 

nominations as the depositor may request 

in writing; provided, that no ooin certifi- 

cate shall exceed the denomination of 
$500, and that two-thirds of the certificates 

outstanding at any one time shall be of 

denominations not exceeding $50.

HENRI GREVILLE. 


The French Novelist Tells a New York Audi- 
ence How She Became an Author. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEw Tonk, February 10.—The lecture which 
Henri Greville was unable to deliver on Fri- 
day evening she delivered yesterday after- 
noon in Chickering hall. She was introduced 
by Parke Godwin, and spoke sitting on the 
edge of her chair. She had not pronounced a 
single sentence before she and her audience 
were on the best possible terms, and through- 
out the lecture every hearer was under the 
spell of her contagious smile, her kindly ex- 
pression, the little shrugs of her shoulders 
which often expressed even more than the 
words which accompanied them, and the 
music of her language, for she spoke in 
French. The subject of her lecture was, 
‘‘How I Became an Author.’’ And al- 
though she spoke from beginning to end 
about herself, everything approaching egot- 
ism was absent. She first told about her cnhild- 
ish verses; how the little incidents of her 
childhood formed themselves into poetry 
and went singing through her bead. 
„Oh, I didn’t write them out, said she, 
„because I was afraid my father would make 
me copy them for all the members of the 
famity, but I used to sing them to my mother.“ 
The audience laughed heartily when she told 
how her father taught her fore ages. 

‘*Firgt we attacked Italian, she said. ‘‘My 
father got an Italian translation of ‘Tele- 
mache, and made me translate it into French, 
then I translated ‘Telemache’ back again into 
Italian, then we began German. I transiated 
‘Telemache’ from German into French, and 
from French into German, then my father 
said it was time to begin to study English; so 
he ov? me an English version of ‘Tele- 
mache,’ and I translated it into French, 
and then turned it back into En- 

lish. Next came Spanish. My 

her got a Spanish ‘Telemache,’ but I said 
‘Telemache’ again? No, no, I have had enoug 
‘Telemache,’ give me ‘Don Quixote.’ So I got 
Don Quixote’ that time instead of Tele- 
mache.

One day Durand came home after a stormy 
interview with a publisher, who had told him, 
not too politely, that his wife didn’t know 
how to write. It was decided that 
if did not begin within 
four months, the husband and wife 
would start for Siberia. Within a few days 
Durand was summoned to correct the proof- 
sheets of one of his wife’s novels, which had 
long before been submitted to ‘‘La Revue des 
Deux Mondes,’’ which had been forgotten,and 
which the publishers had just decided to 
print. ‘‘That is how I became an author, 
said Mme. Durand. From that time on suc- 
cess was assured. In the last part of the lec- 
ture she told about her dramatic works and 
the curious combination of circumstances

GEORGI A AGRICULTURE. 


Meeting of the Georgia State Agricultural 
Society at Columbus. 

CoLumBus, Ga., February 10.—The Georgia 
Stat o Agricultural society met here yesterday 
morning. There were about 250 delegates 
present, nearly every county in Georgia being 
represented. Prof. White of the State uni- 
versity, reported the results of numerous ex- 
periments of the university farm, and gave as 
a conclusion, that home-made fertilizers are 
most beneficial. Onthe subject of labor, he 
advocated the importation of an intelligent 
peasantry, holding that the negro can never 
attain that degree of intelligence necessary in 
scientific and intensive farming. The senti- 
ment of the society is evidently in favor of the 
cultivation of less acrerage and the education 
of labor. An invitation has been extended the 
Ohio excursionists now in the state, to attend 
the convention.

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ABUNDANT FOILAGE. 


Measures to Preserve the Trees in New 
York’s City Parks. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aren. 


NRW YORK, February 10.—The preservation | 


ot trees in the city parks received consider 
able attention from the park commissioners 
last year. It is evident from the result of the 
careful work thatin the coming spring the 
foliage will be more abundant than we have 
seen in several years past. In the latest 
quarterly report of the park department space 
is given to the methods and extent of the de- 
struction of noxious insects thatat one time 
threatened the loss of many of the finest trees 
and shrubs. In the study of the insects 
and their destructive working much 
knowledge was obtained regarding those of 
this region and the best means for their de- 
struction. Most of the season was favorable 
for their destuctive working, and the immedi- 
ate application of the proper remedies, as the 
nature of the case seemed to require, was the 
means of keeping them in subjugation. In- 
sects that were most active and conspicuous 
were first destroyed, thereby weakening in 
their first stages the forces that, if allowed to 
multiply, would in a short time increase to 
such an extent as to be unmanageable. The 
destructive elm beetle was in that way kept 
out of Central park. The entimologist says 
that the parks can escape that scourge only by 


systematically taking the first broods when 
ey appear and meer ee them. All the 
elms were carefully watched and as soon as a 
colony was observed working on a tree it was 
treated with poison. Innumerable numbers 
of trees along the Hudsonriver in New Jersey 
were destroyed last * dy the beetles, and 
unless proper means be taken to prevent their 
increase it is believed that our finest species 
of elms will have to succumb, If allowed to 
increase, the beetles in a short 
time cover the tree with their eggs 
and larve, and soon only skel- 
etonized leaves remain. In the destruction 
ot other pests, the removal of the cocoons and 
-moss of the orgya was animportant part. 
Thirty-one bushels of cocoons were collected, 
there . millions of caterpillars in 
the enibryo state. That work was accomplished 
before the leaves started in the spring, and 
it is to be continued this spring. Nearly seven 
barrels of bag worms were collected and des- 
troyed. Washington Park was not properly 
cleaned in 1884, and caterpillars were 
VERY ABUNDANT LAST YEAR. 
It was with difficulty that they were subdued. 
in Tompkin’s square and Battery park a 
large number o trees, were cleaned 
of scale insects. Bryant’s square was in good 
condition and as few insects had an oOppor- 
tunity to destroy the trees, the foliage prom- 
ises to be full and bright this year. In Madison 
square and Union square insects were very 
numerous, may be remembered. The ento- 
mologist says now that the trees have been 
treated and put in the best condition. In the 
East River park, which is chiefly filled with 
ailanthus trees, the insect most abundant was 
the imported Chinese silk worm (philosomia 
cynthia drury). Half a bushel of cocoons Was 
collected in that small park. A yearago the 
horse chestnuts on the F -ninth street 
iaza at Fifth avenue, and the elms surround- 
ng it, were thought to be dying from the lack 
of sufficient moisture under the curbstone, 
but when the trees were removed scale in- 
sects were fund in abundance. They were 
found on every branch, taking the sap as it 
was brought up for the nourishment of the 
trees; were cleaned in August and in the lat- 
ter part of September they were in flower and 
later a new growth of leaves appeared. in 
Fifty-ninth street the Sixth avenue piazza, 
the plazas at Sixty-fourth and Sixty-fifth 
streets and the boulevard, Montmorris park, 
Abington square, Jackson square and other 
small parks the trees were successfully 
treated. In Central park the work included 
‘‘the gathering and destroying of the 
e mosses and cocoons of the 
various insects, the destruction of leaf-eatin 
beeties and caterpillers, scale insects an 
plant lice, leaf ruiners, bud and branch de- 
stroyers and the removal of webs and masses 
of caterpillers; and by thus constantly col- 
lecting and destroying the drivesand walks 
have been kept clear and free from that dis- 
figurement of the bordering trees and shrub- 
bery that at one time was noticeable. 
The bag-worms, which at one time destroyed 
the follage of the trees along the principal 
drives, were taken off and destroyed 
leaving the trees in a healthy an 
vigorous condition. Many pine trees 
have been treated for coceus, a species that 
infest it, and a large number of cataina trees 
for the small decidomyia, so destructive to its 
twigs and flowering stems.“ Many insects 
that would not otherwise be found here have 
been brought in packages of goods and articles 
imported from other countries. The total 
number of species of insects observed work- 
ing on the trees, shrubs and plants was 987. 
The number of trees cleaned was 7,555. Itis 
said that much interest has been shown in the 
work as carried on in Ceatral park, not only 
here but ia Europe, anq the work is flattering 
to the efforts of the officials who attacked an 
apparently unmanageable difficulty.

way. Now he doesn’; mind me and when 
I tell him not to associate with evil compan- 
ioas he turns on me like a savage. He thinks 
Jam his enemy and his evil associates he be- 
lieves are his firm friends. I'm afraid to sleep 
with him in the house. Please let a policeman 
come with me to arrest him,’’ she concluded. 

The feelings of Detective Bissert, who has a 
family of boys, were touched and he volun- 

to accompany her home. The broken- 
hearted mother thanked him and followed 
Bissert out of the station-house. She couldn’t 
walk very fast, as she had worked all day.

THE DISASTROUS RESULTS OF HUNTING THE 


The Question to Be Considered by the New 


York Legisiature—Views of An Old Delaware 
| Valley Hunter. 

By Telegraph to the Post-D1sPaTcH. 

SHOHOLA, Pa., February 10.—‘‘I am glad the 
question of deer hounding can be brought up 
for discussion in the shape it has come up in 
the New York state | this winter,’’ 
said an observant old hunter ofthe Delaware 
valley, ‘‘for the matter of prohibiting the use 
of dogs in hunting deer has had a year's trial 
in the state in regions where deer are still 
plenty enough to note its workings to advan- 


tage, and the resuit isknown. Such a result 
was inevitable. No better proofis wanted of 


the fallacy of the belief that more deer can be 
be killed with dogs than without them, than the 
well known fact that the Indians who once 
dwelt in these regions never permitted a dog 
to be loose in the woods when they were deer 
hunting. They did not hunt for pleasure but 
followed the chase to provide for their neces- 
sities. They know that a dog following the 
trail ofa deer greatly decreased the chances of 
their getting the game and they could not at. 
ford to take such chances. So they adopted 
the still-hunting method—in fact, the Indians 
were the first still hunters and in the stealthy, 
creeping, sneaking tactics of the still hunter 
of to-day, are seen the exact style 
of the savage hunter of a century and 
more ago. If I wanted to hunt 
deer for market I would never 
take a dog with me to camp. Where 
deer are as abundant as they are in the 
Adirondacks it is no common thing for 
hunters to steal within gun-shot of three or 
four deer that may be feeding or standing ina 
group. As still hunting is always practiced by 
those who are killing venison for market, they 
generally hunt in parties of two or three and 
even more. They know the habit of the deer 
perfectly and are aware of the possible 
chances of trailing a group to within shooting 
distance. ‘‘I have known four deer to be 
killed in their tracks while feeding, the 
stealth and skill of the hunters being so great 
thatthe poor animals had not received the 


slightest warning of the presence of danger. , 


If dogs had been on the track of those deer 


they would have scattered at once and soon 
have been miles apart, and, probably, miles 
ahead of the hunters. If any of the latter ob- 
tained a shot at one of them by waiting on 
runaways he would have been fortunate, to 
say nothing of 
THE CHANCES OF HIS KILLING ONE. 
It is child’s — to be hidden behind a tree or 
a laurel bush and put a hole in the vitals of a 
deer as it stands a few yards away feeding 
quietly, unsuspicious of danger, but the man 
who senda a ball into a deer as it bounds past 
him — the brush, clearing thirty feet at 
a jump and probably a hundred yards or more 
away, has got to have his wit, his eye and his 
hand ali with him and in the best of trim: It 
has been the law in Pennsylvania for several 
ears that deer shall not be hunted with sop 
nfortunately for the law, but fortunately for 
the deer, we have no watchful gazers, or, at 
least, we have not in this county, and the law 
has not had that attention paid to it by our 
hunters that the makers of the law had a right 
to expect. The result has been that 
we have a good many deer left 
— We have a few pot hunters 
ut the very disregard of the law has kept them 
from reaping their reward of enforced general 
still hunting. The dogs have kept the deer 
scattered and on the move during the hunting 
season, and the visitorto Pike county in the 
fall and early winter may generally expect to 
have some good sport. uring the season 
2 there were something like forty deer 
illed by genuine sportsmen in this county. I 
have no hesitancy in 8 g that, it the law 
had been enforced, which, being the law, it of 
coursé should have been, during the past five 
years there wouldn’t have been a deer,nor the 
sign of one, in the county last season. Idon’t 
want to be understood as defending the disre- 
gard of the law, but I want to show that this 
anti-dog law is a bad and injurious one, and 
ought to be repealed in this state. It should 
never have been passed in New Tork 
state. They have tried and 
the result has been by 
the hundred have been killed there; more 
than there were ever known before in one sea- 
son and but few of them were the trophies of 
7 sportsmen. I see in the papers that 
deer were killed in Essex county alone. 
It it had not been that sportsmen have always 
had the privilege of hounding in the woods 
during certain portions of the year until last 
season, that statement could not have been 
made, for there would not have been 300 
deer left in the state. There is only 
one way in which there is any gen- 
une sport in deer-hunting and that is 
driving the ridges with hounds. Then you 
are constantly on the alert. When you hear 
the music ofthe dogs off in distance, coming 
nearer and nearer your blood begins to tingle 
and, no matter how old a hand you are at the 
business your heart begins tothump.
